j^rrestofa Murderer at Monroe-

ville Last Night-Wstory of 
His Terrible ^Inrte^ 


Several months ago our telegraphic 
columns contained an account of a 
bold robbery and murder, which oc- 
curred a short distance from Wheel- 
ing, W. Va. 
An aged couple, named 
Johnson, lived alone on an out of the 
way farm, and it was known that by 
long years of toil they had accumu- 
lated considerable wealth. 
This fact 
came 1|o the knowe<^ of Jim Davis, 
soone n ^ h t hé weni 'to^he house, 
brokain the door and confronted the 
aged couple with a revolver, telling 
them at the same time that unless 
they gave up their money, he would 
kill them. 
The threat had no effect, 
and Davis resorted to another scheme. 
^ e procured f rope, placed it around 
Johnson's neck and suspended him 
from an iron bolt in the side of the 
house. 
Mrs. 
Johnson, 
becoming 
frightened, told where the money 
was kept 
in 
order 
to save her 
husband's 
life 
but 
it 
was too 
late. The old man lingered a few 
days and died, b^t the robber and 
murderer escaped, and until a few 
days ago baffled his pursuers. 
Yes- 
terday afternoon a detective from 
Wheeling arrivèd in the city and in- 
formed Deputy Marshal Limecooly of 
his mission, telling him that Davis 
was living ^ or near Monroeville. 
After obtaij^g leave to ride on a 
freight train, the detective left for 
that village and last night captured 
hia man, who completely broke down 
and admitted his guilt. 
Davis was 
brought to this city, and sfter a few 
hours' delay the party started for the 
scene of the murder, where a vigi- 
lance committee is in waiting.

"The Music of Home." 


To the Editor of The Sentinel.

"Domestic music in its ideal per- 
fection would be a source of unalloyed 
enjoyment, bringing on all occasions 
deep-felt pleasurable emotions, en 
chantment or even beatific rapture 
No earthly gratification being, how 
ever, entirely free from alloy, it should 
not cause surprise if in the practice of 
the 'divine art' of tone certain incon 
veniences are experienced. But it is 
our own fault when from misdirected 
efforts these become really a cause of 
vexation and irritation. 
From the 
simplest lullaby or nursery-song to 
the classic string quartet all domestic 
music must be made refreshihg to the 
heart and senses, or it will not exer 
cise the beneficial and salutary iniiu 
ence intended. 
Whenever vanity 
love of display and desire to create as 
tonishm&nt or gain praise are ruling 
principles of action, art in any form 
cannot be really good and profitable 
The music of home must not only be 
entirely free from the admixture of 
any debasing motives, but intelligently 
regulated if we would gain all the 
benefits that should result from the 
time, money and thought expended 
upon it. The fees for music-lessous 
are larger than those for other studies 
the cost of instruments and their fre- 
quent adjustments is great; and many 
persons spend three hours per day in 
practice—or, in other words, one- 
eighth of their livei—striving to ac- 
quire a certain facility in manipula- 
tion and pedipulation. Such consid 
erations prove that the subject has an 
importance that demands at least 
passing notice. For this reason a re- 
view is here given of various matters 
that may lead to changes in the edu- 
cation of the young and the habits of 
their seniors. 


"First of all, it seems necessary to 
point out that children ought not to 
be chained down to the musical nota- 
tion, exercises and lessons at too early 
an age. 


•To direct them to repeat five finger 
exercises for a given length of time is 
to create tedium, to lead them to joy- 
less participation in art. During these 
dreary occupations the mind, being 
unoccupied, wanders far away from 
the matter in hand, and thus a men 
tal habit of indifference or inatten- 
tion is induced that is fatal to all ed- 
ucational progress. The imagination 
is also dwarfed, and mechanism is 
substituted for art. 


"The mental grasp of young persons 
IS so feeble that frequently they are 
disheartened by musical compositions 
of great length and difficulty. It is 
far better that the works first chosen 
be 80 short and simple that they may 
be played throughout at once. After 
they have been repeated several times, 
they should be laid aside and new 
works tried, that the ability to read 
muiic at first sight is acquired, and 
an extended acqaaintance with works 
of art gained. It is better to be ready 
to play, at any moment, new music 
within a certain degree of technical 
difficulty than to practice continu- 
ously a few 'show pieces,' that soon 
prove to be beyond the ezecutiTe 
powers unless they are 'kept up.' No 
vulgar display need be made at home. 
The performer here is not driven to 
perform ot^ectively with professioiul 
end« in view, like an artist appealing 
to the public. He may chooae music

in a back pew and had "poor" and 
"stranger" written all over us in un- 
mistakable characters. Our reception 
room was parlor, library and kitchen; 
but when I introduced him to mother, 
sitting there so dignified and lady-like 
in her sorrowful widowhood, I felt a 
superiority to grand furniture or fine 
clothes. What were these paltry things 
in such a presence as hers, the grand, 
true woman who had put all the world 
beneath her feet? 


The minister was a simple, child- 
like man, who carried himself with the 
air of one whose shoulders were used 
to bearing the cross. He did not des- 
ecrate his holy office by abking imper- 
tinent questions, nor did he seek to 
proselyte; he was kind without being 
condescending, and talked pleasantly 
of the advantages of the place from a 
hygienic point; then he hinted rather 
than asked to know, if Mrs. A. B. or 
0. had done themselves the pleasure 
of calling upon us. 


I presumed that these ladies were 
shining lights in the church; no, they 
had not so honored us. Did we know 
our neighbors? I smiled, rather super- 
ciliously, I am afraid, for he was look- 
ing at a house across .the way, thAt 
was occupied by at least three fam- 
ilies? 


"You ought to know Mrs. Simson," 
he said, indicating a room with white 
muslin curtains, between which we 
had often seen a child's small aleek 
head inserted, "you would like her

Heavens! had we come down to 
this? 
Nothing but his "cloth," as 
father used to express it, saved him 
from my spoken indignation.

"Oh I" I said, rather confusedly, " I 
suppose her mother has not come home 
yet; I came over to see if I could bor- 
row the little girl!"

"you have been very kind to notice 
her so much, and she has grown really 
fond of you; come here, Mabel."

The Common council (if tbe City of Fort 


Wayne do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. There ahull be provided a 
public pound, at som«} convenient 
and 
suitable point In the t^ity of Fort Wayne, 
which shall be of sufficient »iz • for the 
purpose intended, It shall be surrounded 
by a strong wall or fence; said wall or 
fence to be constructed of brick or other 
suitable material. 
Said will or fence 
shall be not less than seven feet In h«i!<ht 
with only one opening or entrance, to l>e 
secured by a tubstantial door that can- 
not be opened excepting by tbe person 
authorized for that purpose. There shall 
be affixed to some comsplcuous part of 
said door a slga with the words, "Public 
Pound," painted thereon. 
It shall be the 


duty of the Common Council of the City 
•f Fort Wnyne to provide said pov 
to cause to be ^-reeled therein, proper 
buildings for the storage of bay and feed, 
stalls for horses and c atie, and pens for 
swine, goats and geese; and also to pro 
vide suitable watering troughs for the 
purpose of watering such anlmnls as may 
be Impounded in said pound. 


See. 2. It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mon Council to elect, In the manner pro- 
vided in the charter of said City, on the 
nomination of tbe Mayor, some suitable 
person an Pound Master of the City of 
Fort Wayne, who shall devote his entire 
time to the dutlesof his office »nd lo Fuch 
other duties in addition thereto as the 
Common Council may, from time to time, 
by onllnance or 
resolution, direct; said 
poundmaster shall be v^-sted witii 
ihe 


same powers In the apprehension and ar- 
rest of persons violating this ordinance, 
or a n y ordì nan CP or by-law of the Com- 
mon Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
as is conferred upon police cons'aMef of 
said City, and shall have the same power 
and authority to execute, serve and re- 
turn all process fcr the enforcement oi all 
by-laws and ordinances of said City, and 
shall be de€uned to be a police constable 
of sa'd City, but shall not be liable to be 
called upon to do patrol duly. 
He shall 
be paid monthly out of the general fund 
of 8'iid City, such annual salary as the 
Common Council shall determine, 
but 
shall receive no fees or perquisites. 
He 
shall give to the Ciiy a sufficient bond, 
conditioned for the faithful performance 
of the duties ot his office as Pound .Master 
and Police Constable, and tor the pay- 
ment Into the City Treasury of ail moneys 
receive<l in his official capfcity. He may 
be removed from h is t)fflce ior fifficial 
misconduct in the munnei provided lor 
In the charter ot said City for the removal 
of officers appointed _by the Common 
Council. 


Sec. 3. No horjie, cattle, 
sheep, goat, 
swine or geese snail be permitted to run 
at large at any time within the corporate 
limits of the City of Fort Wayne 


Sec, 4. If any horse, cattle sheep, goat, 
swine or geese shall be found running at 
large witliin I he corporate limits oi the 
City of Fort Wayne, contrary to the pro- 
visions of this ordinnnce, it shall be the 
duty of the I'ound Master to take 
the 
same into custmly and to impound 
the 
same 
in 
the 
public 
pound. 
Thev^ 
shall 
not 
be reli used 
therefrom until 
the 
owner 
or 
the 
person 
entitled 
to the posse-ssion thereof shall pay to 
the pound master the sum of one dollar, 
together with fifty cents per day for every 
day such an mal shall be kept by the 
pound master. And In case the person en- 
titled to the possession of such animal 
shall not, within iived.wys trom the t!me 
of so taftlng Into custody, pay the afore- 
said charKes and take It away. It »hall be 
the duty of the poundma-ster to sell the 
same at public auction by giving ten days 
public notice of such sale by posting the 
same up la at least three of the most pub- 
lic places in the < ity of Fort Wayne. And 
it shall a'so be the du;y of such pound- 
maslei to give at least Ave days notice of 
^uch sale lo the owner of BUCU animal, 
wnen known; but If any ^uch 
aniiual 
shall beredeeiueil by paying to t..e p<jund- 
master said fees and expenses for »uste- 
nance, as herein piovided.at a n y t i m e 
before they are actually sold, the same 
shall be released by the poundmaster.

The said poundmaster 
shall 
keep a book, to be provided by the tity 
in which he shall enter as minutely a.s 
practicable, a full description of every 
animal taken from the streets, alleys or 
public places of the city; the locality 
;rom which the animal wa.s taken; the 
name of the owner, if known, or 
when 
ascertiiined, and the day and hour when 
1 mpou 11-ed, keeping In said book a a ac- 
curate account and record of all hl.>4 do- 
ings and proceeding in the premises. 
At 
the end of each and every month he shall 
make a full report to the Common Coun- 
cil of said city of all his doings and of all 
moneys by him collected under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, which report 
shall be verified by onth. 
He shall 
pay 
all moneys paid to or r.ollected by htm 
under the provis.oiis of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, for t W use ot 
said city, and the Treasurer's rejelpt for 
the same shall accompany each monthly 
ieport. 


S«c. a. The City Marshal shall keep In 
his office a bofjk to be called the "Com- 
plaint Boofe," and to be provided by the 
city, in which he snail enter all com- 
plaints made to htm In regard to animals 
found running at large contrary to the 
provlfions of this ordinance, giving the 
name and residence ol the complainant. 
Any citizen may enter for himself a com- 
plaint in said book. It shaJl be the duty 
of the Chief of Police, or 
ny member of 
the police fo ce, or the Marshal of said 
city, to glv« said poundmastt r, either by 
personHlnoilce, or by entering the same 
in the complaint book, notice of ail ani- 
mals seen by them running at large in 
the streets or alleys of the city, in viola- 
tion of this ordina-.ce. It f-hail be the 
duty or the noundmaster to daily insptc; 
the book of complaints, and to give Im- 
mediate attention to all complalnis there- 
in entered, or that m a y be made to him« 
self in person.
